Aired Over Special Channels 


Education js a process whereby 
$deas are transferred and com- 
municated to help discipline the 
mind. Television is a mass com- 
munication medium through 
which sight and sound are broad- 
casted. Combine these two ele- 
ments and you have ane of the 
latest innovations in teaching, 

In 1952 the Federal Ceommuni- 
cations Commission set eside 258 
channels for educational use. The 
FCC clearly recognized the need 
to protect a part of the public 
demain, the broadcast spectrum, 


for educational purposes, and 
thereby open a new frontier in 
American education. 


Approximately 27 educational 
television stations are now tele- 
easting regularly all over the na 
tien. Many more are soon to be 
put on the air. Three central! 
agencies coordinate the move- 
ment of ETV: the Joint Council 
em Educational Television, the 
Nationa! Association of Educa- 
tiona] Broadeasters and the Edu- 
estional ‘Pelevision and Radio 
Center. 

The Joint Council is concerned 
with preserving and utilizing ed- 
ucational television channels. The 
NAEB memberships include edu- 
cational institutions which own 
and operate educational radio 

a television stations, and insti- 
futions which produce programs 
fer educational televisian and ra- 
vie. The Educational Television 
and Radio Center develops and 
@’stributes ETV programs for the 
affiliated stations

6 It will broadcast nor-commer- 
jal, educational programs to 1,- 
250,000 people in fifteen counties 
around Sacramento. The station 
will be operated by the people of 
Central California threugh a 
board of directors elected by 
members of Central California 
Edueational Television. Anyone 
wishing to become a member can 
enrol] for 10 dollars. This will en- 
title you to vote on station af- 
fairs. If $100,000 can be raised 
by Mareh 31, the Ford Founda- 
tion will match this amount, al- 
lowing the station sufficient funds 
te go on-the-air- for one year. 

Progress in ransing money has 
heen slow. It is hard to believe 
that no one would donate a small 
amount of money for such a 
worthy purpose, for the same rea- 
eon that it would be hard to be- 
lieve that anyone would prohibit 
their child from attending school. 
Why is it so difficult for over one 
million people to raise $100,000? 
Many people fail to see the tre- 
mendous opportunities which edu- 
“ational television can provide. In 
the areas where educational tele- 
vision has been tried, it has pre- 
vided youngsters with refreshing-

Look out, athletics, the arts are 
stealiny , our thunder in the pub- 
lic rejations department! This 
would seem the case after view- 
ing SSC art department show in 
the Prints Room of the State 
Library. Inciuded here are silk 
ecreen, wood linoleum, etching 
and lithograph prints, along with 
ink drawings and a number of 
ceramics and sculpture pieces. It 
is a splendid show; one of the 
best of student work to be shown 
off campus. Perhaps the most 
striking. factor is that there is no 
one school or stlye featured. This 
is no mean fete to accomplish in 
a show of student work. There 
are few art departmens which 
do not mold, or at least influ- 
ence greatly their students’ 
styles. Our own art department 
seems to beone of these rare 
few, as evidenced by the great 
variety of styles in this exhibit. 
This might be explained in part 
by the newness of our college, 
but I feel it stems mainly from 
the quality of teachers on the 
staff. 

In a show of this size and eal- 
fiber, it is always hard to single 
out works of special merit, es- 
pecially for this reviewer. The 
following list might help to serve 
as a guide for the high pointe of 
the exhibit: 

Among the etchings, I was im- 
pressed by the strong angular 
work in Shirley Oaks’ “River 
Bank”: the delicate line work im 
“Family,” by Marjorie Francis- 
co: the glowing strength of 
Robert Morris’ “Cathedral”; and 
the exceHence of composition and 
technique of “Outdoor Market” 
by Claude Clark. 

The silk screen prints include: 
“We Three,’ a stylized portrayal 
of the wise men by Fidencio Sal- 
azar Jr.; a brilliant “Landscape” 
by Gloria Wolley; “Eleison,” a 
print showing the influence of 
the fine Immaculate Heart 
echool, by Jean Roach; and Fran 
Holden's strong “Still Life” in 
orange tones. 

The two. lithograph prints 
which particularly stand out are: 
Herbert Nichols’ sensitive treat- 
ment of “Sylvia,” a young woman 
playing an instrument: and ‘ ‘Be- 
fore Bathing,” a strong drawing 
of a nude by Ken Young. 

Rhoda Mason is represented 
with a fine wash drawing in ink 
entitled “The Merchant,” and 
Ken Young with an ink drawing, 
“The Flower,” which is done in 
a wirey line style. 

And so the list goes on. A visit 
to the show will fill the many 
voids which this reviewer has 
left in the impressive line up. 
Many of the works are priced, 
and reasonably I might add, 
which affords the opportunity to 
begin your own collection of fine 
original art work. Plan your 
visits to the Prints Room on a 
week day between the hours of 
10 and 5. for that is the only

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THE KETCHUP PROBLEM 


No question about it, we’ve heard more complaints in 
The Hornet office about the cafeteria’s new ketchup policy 
than about anything else this year. 

Mrs. Ursula Stanton, cafeteria manager, told us last 
week that the three-cent packets were made necessary be- 
cause of great amounts of ketchup being consumed by 
“students who would buy bread for a nickel, and then add 
free onions and ketchup.” What Mrs. Stanton seems to be 
overlooking here is that student-supported eateries should 
be less expensive than their downtown counterparts. The 
three-cent ketchup packets contain half-ounce quantities of 
of the red goop. That means 24 packets are required to equal 
the amount in the standard bottle of ketchup on your 
grocer’s shelf. Or, to put it another way, a bottle of ketchup, 
if purchased in the cafeteria, would cost 72 cents!

One bright ray, though, is the fact the plan may not be 
continued for long. Mrs. Stanton told The Hornet last week 
that it is on a trail basis, and that there was no guarantee 
the present ketchup edict would survive. 

In the meantime, until this deplorable state of affairs 
is made right, perhaps we all should take the advice of a 
young-man-about-campus who came in to advise thusly: 
“Until they bring back ketchup, let’s all use mo~e A-1 Sauce. 
That stuff’s stil free over there!” Is it really, friend? 


THE KIDS SHOW USHOW 


If the example set by a bunch of junior high school 
kids in Winter Park, Florida as regards education were to 
become a national habit, the alarm over the sorry state of 
our schools might be dispelled. 

Students in the Florida town’s Glenridge Junior High 
School recently decided, thanks to a coed’s prompting and 
a teacher’s vision, that it might be nice to experiment with 
Russia’s rigorous study habits. 

The civics class involved in the experiment wore paper 
badges with the letters TEE (Traditional Education Experi- 
ment) ; snapped to attention whenever their teacher entered 
the room or asked them to recite; and generally were on 
their best behavior for a period of seven weeks. 

The young experimenters found, to their amazement 
that being quiet made paying attention an effortless thing. 
The required note-taking and perpetual review made exams 
no trouble at all. When the experiment enced last month, 
the students learned their grades were up 25 percent over 
pre-TEE days. 

Not long after the experiment ended, students began to 
ask why they could not have classes on Saturday. They soon 
got some—in philosophy and logic (all study, no credit). 
And they love it. 

The results of this isolated little experiment are of no 
little consequence. Educators throughout America might 
well ask themselves why such rigorous and demanding pro- 
grams cannot become the rule, rather than the delicious 


exception. 


EXPERIENCE WANTED 


To receive a doctor’s degree is one of the highest hon- 
ors that man can achieve. It is a mark of distinction that 
few will ever realize, The man who has one can be iustifi- 
ably proud, and should receive the respect due him. But 
we have a small proposal to offer to increase the require- 
ments for this degree. 

It is our opinion that a person who has a doctor's 
degree should be well versed both in the theory of the class 
room and the experiences of the field. There unfortunat ly 
have been some people to achieve this degree, who have been 
sorely lacking in actual experience. We suegest that all 
prospective doctorates be required to work for at least two 
years in any given field. No man, despite the best educa- 
tional experiences, can speak authoritatively in his field, 
if he has been confined to the class room. 

We do not mean an accumulation of summer camp coun- 
seiing. but several years spent at good hard labor. This time 
should be spent in an area that will afford the greatest op- 
portunity to deal with all kinds of people, and in an area 
where the candidate will profit most. How ean a psychologist 
speak about psychopaths if he has just observed them from 
a glass partition? How can a sociologist speak of rehabilita- 
tion of criminals, if he has had only occasional contact with 
prisoners (and still thinks that dope pushers call their medi- 


cine “tea”) ? We ask if this is an unreasonable request.

Enrollment Sets 
Record at SSC 


A space-jamming record of 826 
students swelled enrollment 
totals at Sacramento State Col- 
lege to almost 6000 students, 
Dean W. D. Albright disclosed 
today. 

Registration totals for the 
spring semester show an all-time 
high of 5922, compared to last 
spring's 5096. 

While the exact breakdown of 
enroliment is now being pre- 
pared, a sizable increase in en- 
roliment has been noted in sci- 
ence, engineering and business 
courses. This is attributed to the 
much publicized need for scientist 





and engineers, as well as the 
growing need for advanced 
courses in these fields by pro- 
fessional men and_ technicians 
employed in the Sacramento 
area. 

For the first time in the 
school's history, the spring en- 
roliment tops that of the fall 


semester. It is expected that some 


loss of enrollment totals occur 
between semesters. However, last 
fall's enrollment (itself a record) 
was 5885 

The record totals contained 
anoiher surprise. Late afternoon 
and evening reg stration exactly 
balanced the full-time enroll- 
ment. Both had totals of 2961 


students 

A sizable increase is noted in 
the fulltime day stucent totals. 
Three hundred and forty-five 
more students have enrolled than 
did so last spring. The total last 
year was 2616. 

Special orientation and regi- 
stration week procedures were 
set up to take care of the large 
numbers.
